OBSERVERS, AND PERHAPS DEL I BERATEL i TO FRUSTRATE A HIGH

IS UNLIKELY TO FORCE THE GOVERNMENT OUT OF ITS GRADUAL 
APPROACH TO POLITICAL LIBERALIZATION INTO A FASTER PACE.
